Regarding claims 1,2,5 and 1 1-13 would be allowable based on the amendment as 
presented by the Applicant. However, claims 6, and 8-10 would not be allowable based on the 
amendment as presented. In claim 6, the power control arrangment that receives A.C. power 
input substantially in the form of a sine wave and conducts portions of successive cycles of the 
sine wave of the received A.C. power to the motor to enhance the sensed operational valiable to 
torque characteristic of the motor seems to repeat the same limitation from lines 7-13. Examiner 
would object to this claim.
